HE Enemy, from their Arrival before 
Barcelona to the 9th Inftant, had done 

nothing bur get together Fafcines and 

fnake other Preparations for raifing Bat- 

teries. They landed abont 40 Pieces 

of Cannor, of which only 17 were upon Carri- 
ages, and fome are light Pieces. To draw their 
Artillery, they make ufe of 200 Mules that they 
ar with them, and of fome others which they 
found in the Country. They have built 2 {mall 
Forts in fight of the Place, and-to the 9th had form’d 
no Attack. They have fent Detachments to open 
Places that could make ‘no Refiftance. The Rebels 
of the Plain of Vich have made feveral Incurfions in- 
tothe Country: And ufe their principal Endeavours 
to ftop Couriers, and the carrying of Provifions into

Weather thould continue, and the Fleet fhould

thar the Rebels of Vich obtain’d by their earneft Re- 
monftrances that this Refolution was forborn to be 
executed, which Affair had bred Contefts between 
the Generals. We hear the number of thofe Rebels 
is not encreas'd, and that even the Enemy begin to 
place lefs Confidence in them, than upon the Pro- 
mifes of the Prince of Darmftad they did at firft, 
finding there is no Perfon of Note among them, On 
the contrary, the Nobility and Gentry of the Coun- 
try and thofe of the Town of Barcelona, have given 
Proofs of their Loyalty, having fet up a Standard 
for the draWing recom the Gentlemen into one 
Body confifting of 14 Companies or Troops. The 
Number of Deferters from the Enemy’s Camp is fo 
great, that in 3 Days 76 were counted, tho’ the 
Paffages are carefully guarded. According to their 
Report, all their Troops confifted of about 8 or goco 
Men, but they grow fewer daily by ficknefs. They 
write from Valencia the 9th of this Month, that 
Major General Don Luis de Zuniga having drawn 
together the regular Troops, and Militia of the 
Country, had attack’d the Pofts of Molinet, Pego, 
and Puerto de Sagra, in which the Enemy had put 
400 Men; and after. fome Refiftance took them, 
thofe that defended them furrendering, and the Re- 


~-bels imploring Pardon, The Arms the Englith and 


Dutch had given them were taken from them, among 
the reft 400 Mufquets. Thefe Pofts will ferve to 
fhut up the clofer the Rebels that remain in Denia. 
Don Jofeph de Salazar Lieutenant General, has fince 
joyn’'d Don Luis de Zuniga with a Detachment of 
fome Horfe of the King’s Guards and other Troops, 
who “tis hop’d will in a fhort Time force the Rebels 
to beg Quarter, after which the faid Lieutenant Ge- 
neral will proceed to Catalonia. f

Paris OGtob. 2. Letters from Madrid tell us 
Monfieur du Caffe was arriv’d there from Cadix, to re- 


farprie’d to meet with the ReGitance that was made. 
The Marquis d’ Uffon Lieutenant General of the 
King’s Armies, Commandeur of the Order of Knight- 
hood of St. Louis, and Governour of the Councy of 
Nice, having been. mdifpofed.Three Monchs, and 
being tranfported from Villa Franca to Marfeilles, in 
one of the King’s Galleys, died there the 25th ef lait 
Month. 

Paris, O&. 3. A Courier arriv’d the 25th in the 
Evening from Perpignan, and reported Advice was 
come to Perpignan from Gironne, that on the 16th 
of laft Month, the Enemy had attack’d with cheir 
beft. Troops an Out-work of the Fort of Mcnjouy, 
fituate within Cannon-fhot of Barcelona, and thar 
the Prince of Darmftad was kiil'd. 

Fontainebleau, Oc. 2. The 30:h of laft Month the 
Count de Toloufe Admiral of France arriv’d here 
from Toulon. 

From the Leiden Gazette, Octob. 6. 

Genoa, Sep. 20. Yefterday Morning an Englith and 
a Dutch Ship arriv’d here. The firft came from be- 
fore Barcelona the 8th of this Month, and brought 
Letters from King Charles III. for the Emperor, the 
Queen of England, the States-General, and the 
Duke of Savoy, which have been forwarded Ly fe- 
veral Couriers. The other left Barcelona the i:oth. 
The Crews of both thefe Ships agree in reporiing, 
That about 20000 Catalonians well arm’d, had de- 
clar'd for King Charles the HI. had joyn’d the For- 
ces the Allies had landed, and brought in Provifions 
in abundance for them ; thatafterwards they fecurd 
all the Avenues of Barcelona ; thar the Viceroy of 
Catalonia, who is in the Place, feem’d refolv'd to 
defend it, and had caus’d 30 or 40 Cannon Shor to 
be made at the Troops of the Allies on their Approach 
to inveft it ; that the latter were making al! Neceffa- 
ry Preparations to befiege it in Form ; and thac all 
the Nobility or Gentry of the Town that were abroad 
in the Country adjacent when it was invefted, had 
declar’d for King Charles II.
